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A Central Heplstry check reveals infonnation on file dated Septen'ber l?l47 
Indicatinp Oyorpy KOLLENTI, )>om 13 ^>eptember 190? in Perjanos, Hunpar>", was in 
collaboration with one Miklos KOKHKIAT who was ostensibly h'^ad of a resistance 
movement to combat the then current Hunparian reirimo. KORPOHIIAY apreed in prl' 
cipic to cooperate w»,th CIC In collecting positive intellif^nce information from 
Hunpary and offered the serMces of Subject to hcavi such a project. Subject 
submitted a prelinri.naty plan for the collection of desired information which was 
in turn mihmit.ted to Chief, CIC, Land Salzburp, who believed the plan too elabor- 
ate and expensive. Subject then submitted a more modest plan which was apparently 
accepted. 

The followlnr information was obtained from Subject during an interview 
conducted on 10 Seotetrber 19 ^ 7 , Subject completed his formal education in 1923 
and attended the Ludovika Milltaiy Academy in Budapest, jCDarftK praduatinp x'our 
years later with a commission as a first lieutenant. Subject served as a commander 
on the platoon and company level from 1927 to 1931; was assigned to the General 
Staff, 5th Anry Corps in 193h after attending Staff Officer training at the V/ar 
Jfcadeiry in Budapest, was promoted to captain in 1936; served as intelligence and 
Cl chief of the 5th Army Corps from June 1936 to ‘lovember 1937; was in charge of 
mobtli55ation and training in the 5th Arny Corps from December 1937 to January' 

1939; was Chief of Staff, Sth i^xingarian Border Brigade from January 1939 to Hay 
1950; Chief of Staff, 18th Light Brigade from >tay to October 19t0; was appointed 
that, sojtie year to the Intelligence and Cl Department of the Hungarian General 
Staff; becare a major in the General Staff in jMay 19li2; was in charge of intel- 
ligence andCI at the Hqs, 2nd Hungarian Arcy from October 19h2 to ilarch I9ii3, 
was attached to the Hungarian Legation at Zagreb as I'ilitaiy Attache from Horch 
19h3 to itay 19li5; became a lieutenant colonel in May 19^5? and fled to Austria 
shortly thereafter. Subject was arrested in fClagenfurt by British troops on 
8 May 19U5 but was shortly discharged and placed in charge of the D? Camp in 
Huttenberg. Subject was leader of the Hum:arlan Section of the Dp Canp in Xel- 
lerberg at the tin»e of this interview. 

Information on file dated December 19h7 indicated Subject was a representative 
of the Cen Hun«-artan Intelligence '^rgani*/ation (CHIO) in Salzburg, ani was also 
closely connected w«Vn former Hunfirarian ^^ascists circles at tbit time. File in - 
formatf.on dated January 19li6 indicated that K0LLB;rn was a source for tho /i30th 
CIC i 'Salzburg at the time of this information. 

File Information indicates that in January 195li, one Alice GALLDICSR (not 
further identified) was Subject* s personal secretary in connection with his work 
as chle'** of the KOLLF^IYI Intelligence Group* Later traces indicated this person 
is Alice CALLIHGKR' nee I/O^AS, bom 1 July 1912 in Budapest, a self-employed trans- 
lator who lived at Hathausplatz 3 in Freilcissing, Germany in 1959. 
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
